The 
birth and date returns for Kentucky 
for the year 1912 are much more sat- 
isfactory in number and quality than 

1911, according to the report of 
the State Bureau of Vital Statistics, 
the first year of th&i)peration of this 
law. The total nunioer of births re- 
ported in 1911 in Kentucky was 60, 
732 The total number reported for 
1912 was fi2,184. an increase of l. ir)2 
over the preoeedhtg year. Based 
upon each 10^,fflB0 population, the 
rate of 1911 was 26.32. and for 1912 
the rate wa& 36.78. 

There were 29,966 daatha in thia 
.'^tate in 1912. Of the.sc 5.162 were 
of infants under one year of age, 
2,344 war* of ehlldi«n aged 1 to 4 
years and 7,346 were of persons 
aged 66 years and over. This gives a 
death rdls of 12.9 ^fr |bousa^ peo- 
p'e.

IJiara ware 4.779 deaths from tu* 

berculofeis <all forms) in the .state in 

1912. That is. tuberculosis was re- 
sponsibla for 15.9 per cent, of all the 
deaths reported, or about one out of 
every ste deaths was due to this dis- 
ease. 

It is estimated that there are 19,- 
404 persons in Kentucky who are 
suffering from this disease, isi the 
active stage, most of whom have not 
the remotest idea of its dang'erous 
nature and do not exercise the sim 
p est methods to protect mambars or 
their own families or the community 
in which they live. As long as this 
ignorance prevails it cannot be 
hoped that the death rate from this 
scousge wil bo iiiaierialiy reduced. 



It is useless to try to hide it. There 
was talk about the probability of 
thefannars being short of Ghrist- 
mas money, as they were last yeAr.

L. J. Harris, whose critical ill- 
was noted from time to time in 
the Kentuckian, peacefully passed 
away'Saturday morning, at his home 
a few miles northwest of t iwn. A 
complication of diseases, added to 
his advahieed^gav lada Ms recoTsry 
impossib'e. 

Dr. Harris was universal 'y oved' 
and estoetnad. Ha was genial and 
slways cheerfu' in his; disposition, 
pleasant and affable iu his greet- 
ingasnd no man in tiia county had 
more or better friends. He was 
Confederate veteran and se'dom 
missed tba annual reunions, in which 
ha took a keen de ight. Hiaodlitary 
sd^oe was rendered August 1862 to 
December 1868. when failing health 
forced him to be honorably discharg- 
ed. He served first in Co. G, 7th 
Tennessee cavalry and 'ater in the 
lath Tennessee. 

Dr. Harris was born at Hadens 
ville, Todd County, Ky., April 6, 
1844 and came to Christian County 
in 186fi an(i 'ocatod on the farm 
where all of his subsequent life was 
spent. He practiced medidne along 
with his forming and enjoyed a wide 
practice over that portion of -the 
county. Of a most benevolent and 
kind-hearted nature, he did a great 
deal of charitable work in his pro- 
fession, never failing to heed the 
call of the pooreet and humblest suf- 
ferer. 

Dr. Harris is survived by eight 
children, all of them grown. Mrs. 
Harris died n few years atro. His 
s ns are Lucian J. Harris, Jr., who 
has been assessor for four years and 
is tile covmty clrrk rlect; Poyd, 
Thomas and George Harris. The 
daughters are Mrs! Ewing Wood, 
Mrs. .-Mice Songer and Mis.ses Flora 
and Maude Harris.

Potatoes Intended for seed ahould 
bp kppt h.ird and plump during the 
winter and this can be done only by 
keeping tlx m ao oool that tlMiy will 
not aprout. * 

When potatoes sprout they take 
part of the stanb tluit is stored np in 
them and maaufacture it into living 
cells. This energy is all wasted (or 
the sprouts have to be pulled off. 

Some farmers make it a point tu 
"sprout" tliflr potatoes once or twic 
during the winter, this b( ing done to 
prevent ttaelr growing. But the amount 
of energy tnus lost is considerable, 
and the loss tfcisasas as tb« winter 
drawa to a sloss.

The dairy cow requires, for the high- 
est production, comfortable and 
Li'althy quarters which arc protected 
from the Inclement weather, he con- 
tinues. A warm, substantial stable Ir 
almoat iBOsntive In the cold climate 
It asuat eel be fsrgottea. however, that 
the haeltta o^ the herd is likely to be 
Impaired unleas proper precautiona are 
taken to Insure rigid cleanliness and 
abundance of light and fresh air.

''ary, but one that will be convenifut 
for the labor and furnish contentment 
to the herd ahould be provided. The 
toeatlon abonld be ehosea to maintain 
the higheat degree of sanitation, de- 
pending largely upon the drainage. 
The tlle-drained barnyards often elim- 
inate the undesirable conditions found 
commonly. Whenever it is possible, 
the barn should be built on a knoll, 
though never >on an elevatSea higher 
than the boose oocuples.

The suppli- 
oaata are obliged to arm thomaolraa 
with aaka caaka whleh thoy matt 
brtag from tholr hoaion. aad tho oaaka 
must be offered to Daiaoajl, lha tem- 
ple near the pond. Of eoaroo tho 
priests do not object at all to this cus- 
tom, but rather welcome the drought, 
alnea they always take half ot the 
aaka and pour tha remainder into the 
pond aa Ubatloa to the rain god. Then 
tho TlUacara ra&U thotr oaaka with 
water from tho pond and r«t«rP hoM. 
But thi y must be particularly earofal 
that they do not rest by the wayside; 
for to allow the cask to touch the 
ground would be a catastrophe, slues 
the rain would fall In that spot alone. 
When they return to their villages 
they sharo tha contonU of tho caaka 
with their neighbors, who poar tho 
water from the pond ovar tholr rtoo 
flelds.
